SOME DIFFICULTY IN GETTING ASHORE

KEY WEST, Fla., May 20.—(New York
World Cablegram—8pecial Telegram.)—The
smart little steamer Tecumseh has conducted
two landings upon the Cuban coast, thiriy-
five miles apart and both within six hours.

Cuban surf, clear daylight and Spanish
sentinels made the undertaking afoult,
For fifty miles east of Havana every shel-
tered cove, every projecting point and al-
most every unfrequented strip of practicable
eand beach has Its guard detall of Spanish
cavalry, These are in constant touch with
the massed Spanish Infantry and artillery
occupying the crest of low coast ridge. The
large units of enemy are there posted from
half to a mile and half back from the beach.
They are in readiness to be thrown against
the dally expected disembarkation of Ameri-
can troops in force and they keep a sharp
lookout.

As usual, the peaple deferred the
purchase of these books until the last
moment and yesterday broke the record for
sales. It had been determined to discon-
tinue the sale of commutation tickets at 6
o'clock last night, but requests were received
from all sides asking that the books be kept
on sale a few days longer., The matter was

until May 25, at 6 p. m. It is announced in
the most positive manner that these books
will not be sold after that time.

Many Notables Coming.
The replles being received by President

Shy on Telephones,

A telephone has been put in the office of
the Exhibits depariment in the Manufactures
bullding, but considerable difficulty Is ex-
porienced in communicating with the other
buildings, especially with those on the north
tract, as there ls no telephonie communica-
tlon with these, and the distance between
the various parts of the ground delays the
transaction of urgent business. The tele-
phones are promised by June 1, but in the
meantime serious delays are caused by thelr
absence at this critical juncture,

PEOPLE SCARED AT LAS PALMAS,

Fenr that the American Fleet Wil
Shell Them Out.

PLYMOUTH, May 20.—(New York World
Cablegram — 8pecial L} — The
steamer Arundel Castle, which left Las
Palmas last Baturday. arrived at Plymouth
this morning. Its officers report that the
only war vessels at Las Palmas were (wo
Spanish torpedo boats and the British sec-
ond-class cruiser Charybdls. One torpedo
boat s at present useless, Its engines hav-
ing been removed for repairs. Residents
are In a state of great excitement, owing
to the absence of news. They hourly ex-
pect a visit from the American fleet. A
passenger who has lived there some time
sald:
“The authorities are preparing for an
attack (fortifications being strengthened).
For several wéeks troops have been arriv-
Ing from Madrid and other parts of Spain,
but have little faith in the fortifications or
men. Every night the port is In darkness.
All llghts are extingultshed on shore and
shipping at sunset. While the Arundel
Castle was in port all Its lights were
gcreened and the cargo worked with dif-
fleuity. The arrival of the Charybdis oft
port last Thursday caused the greatest con-
sternation, as It was feared the Amerlcan
fleet was coming. There are no foreign
visitors on the Island, and there are not
more than two dozen British left. These |
are compelled by business to remain. No
war ships were sighted during the voyrage."

REVERE GLADSTONE'S MEMORY

All the World Joina in Deing Homage
to the Character af the Dis-
tinguished Dond.

LONDON, May 20.—(New York World Ca-
blegram—S8pecial Telegram.)—Tributes to
Gladstone’'s memory contioue to pour In
from all quarters of the* habitable globe.
This universal recognition of the pre-emi-
nent grandeur of his charseter and work
has greatly touched the thllc sentiment of
the English people' and Lwo eulogles bave
been received with greater satisfaction or
given so much prominence &s those from the
United States. Gladstone was always an In-
tenge believer in Amefica and its ‘institu-
tions, and it is well knowsa that it ‘was one
of the keenest regrets of his life that he
had deferred visiting the great republic until
years and public cares rendered the under-
taking oo arduous to be faced.

The homage to his memory by both houses
of Parliament was marked by a depth of
sincerity and feeling too often lacking in
such ceremoninl observances. In the House
of Lords the honors of the occasion were
unanimously sccorded to Lord Rosebery,
whose culogy on his predecessor in the lead-
ership of the liberal party was a perfect
example of oratory of Its kind. He men-
tioned, &s an interesting fact fllustrating the
fine courtesy which Gladstone always ob-
served toward his political opponents, that
the last letter he had written with his own
hands was a private note to Lady Sallsbury,
some weeks since, congratulating her and
her Thusband on their providentinl escape
from the carriage accident at Hatfleld. Lord
Salisbury was visibly touched by Rosebery's
allugion to this circumstance.

In the House of Commons, where an over-
flowing house had gathered and where Am-
“bassador Hay and Secretary White repre-
sented the djplomatic corps, s certain dra-
matic touch was given to the scene already
deeply impressive by the painful circum-
stances under which Arthur Balfour deliv-
ered his brilliant panegyric on the deceased
statesman. Balfour was so il from heart
weakness that he was barely able to totter
to his place and had tp ask the indulgence
of the speaker while he pested for a few
minutes before opening his oration. 8ir
William Harcourt spoke with profound feel-
ing in a vein of lofty eloguence and when
he came to eulogize Gladstone's personal
relations with his colleggues he completely
broke down and was unable to proceed.
John Dillon's speech of five minutes’ dura-
tion, in which he dwelt on Gladstose's
fervid sympathy for oppressed nationalities,
struck a chord of sentimsnt which greatly
stirred the house. John Redmond and his
followers absented themselves from the
house as a demonstration of thelr disapprov-
ing Gladstone's alleged hoatile action toward

Parnell, Their paper, glone in Ireland or
anywhere, severely criticised Gladstone's
Irish policy, declaring that “'in some re-

spects Glndslona was ope of Ireland’s great-
est enemles.”

CERVERA IS AT SANTIAGO

Escapes Bampeon and Arrives Off the Bouth
Const of Cubs.

CAPE VERDE SQUADRON NOW IN HARBOR

Spanish Admiral Reports that Tweo
Americnan Ships Harry Away at
Mis Approach to the
Cuban City.

LONDON, May 20.—(New York World Ca-
blegram—S8pecial Telegram.)—The Dally
Mall's Madrid dispateh says:

An official telegram from Admiral Cer-
vera anunounced his safe arrival at Santiago
de Cuba, and stated that his vessels had
not met any mischance of any kind., The
squadron will recoal and then proceed flo
Havana.

The admiral’'s successful strategy has
evoked much popular enthusiasm. General
Correa, minister of war, assures me that
nothing s definitely settled with respect
to sending or suspending the proposed ex-
pedition to the Philippines. The govern-
ment will be guided by circumstances. Gen-
ernl Augusti has reaffirmed that he will
distribute every rifle and cartridge he pos-
sesses and defend Manila to the last.

The Dally News' Madrid dispatch states
that the Epanish squadron on its way to
Santiago did not meet any of the enemy's
ships, and that the health and discipline of
the Bpanish sallors were perfect. Before
the arrival of the squadron two American
erulsers appeared In frout of the port and
one fired two rounds without effect. The
Americans then approached the entrance of
the channel and fAred eighty rounds. No
damage wns done to the batteries, which
replied, Injuring one of the American ves-
s#els. Both retired shortly before the squad-
ron was sighted. They certainly saw the
squadron and fled to avold an encounter.

Anxlety prevalls at Havana respecting the
whereabouts of Admiral Cervera. It was
feared that the Americans had abandoned
the blockade at Havana in order to inter-
cept the Spanish fleet. The fact of the
latter arriving unchallenged justifies the
bellef that the Americans avolded an en-
counter, fearing disaster. This news, demon-
stratlng Admiral Cervera's superior strategy,
has been received at Madrid with pride
and elation, and has done more than any-
thing since the war began to give the Span-
ish self-confidence.

The Chronlcle's Madrid speclal savs: Re-
Joicing over the arrival of the fleet at San-
tiago de Cuba Is great. Cervera telegraphs
that he will wait for coal and water and
proceed as ordered. A red book on Ameri-
can negotiations bhas been lssued. There is
general discontent at the Spanish humble
tone.

Cervera Reporta.

MADRID, May 20.—At 10 o'clock last
night Minister of Marine Captain Aunon re-
ceived a dispatch from Admiral Cervera, in
command of the Cape Verde squadron of
the Spanish fleet. It read:

BANTIAGO DE CUBA, May 19.—This
morning I bave without incident entered
this port accompanied by squadron.

CERVERA.

The minister of marine immediately went
to the residence of the premier, Benor Ba-
gasta, and communicated this information.
He then proceeded to the palace for the
purpose of informing the queen regent, but
her majesty had already retired, and the
news was conveyed 1o her by the Infanta
Isabel. Captain Aunon then went to the
admiralty and cabled his congratulations to
Admiral Cervera on his arrival at Santlago
de Cuba.

Admiral Cervera says In a cable dispateh
from Santiago de Cuba, he did not sight an
Awmerican ship during the voyage. He an-
nounced that the crews of his ships are Ino
perfect health apd are enthusiastie, Con-
tinuing, the dispatch says:

The blockading vessels guickly left on
the approach of the squadron, whose ar-
rival has created the greatest excltement
and enthusiasm at Santiago. Immense
crowds of people thronged the gquays and
cheered our sallors. Havana's relief at the
safe arrival of the fleet is very great, as it
was feared the American ships which left
the blockade there had gone to lotercepl
the Bpanish fleet. It is now belleved the
Americans fled o order Lo aveld a reverse.

KINGSTON, Jamaica, May 20.—At 11 a.
m. no confirmation has yet been recelved
here of the reported arrival of the Spanish
Cape Verde floet at Santiago de Cuba. *

LONDON, May 20.—The report of the ar-
rival of Cervera's fleet at Santlago de Cuba
bas revived the Interest of London in the
war. Al the Iiuformation thus far comes
from Spanish sources, and there s much
mcmuon as to why the Spanish suthori-
tles permitted the news to be published.

Admirnl Cervera's Squadrom Arrives
at Santinge de Cuba.
WASHINGTON, May 20.—All the news
that was given out teday by the Navy ds
partment was comprised in the oune whort
bulletin st the close of the day, stating
that the department had informuation, be-
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lieved to be authentic, that Admiral Cer-
vera, with his Spanish flying squadron, was
at Santiago de Cuba.

This went to confirm the newspapcr re-
ports, and also the Madrid cablegram pub-
lished this morning, the latter a retlier un-
usual clreumstance, for the Spanish bul-
letins have been notably deceptive ever since
the flying squadron left Cadiz.

Accepting this statement as correct,

{ dicates that there is little probablility of a
| hostile meeting between Sampson or Schley

and Cervera immediately. Looking over the
charts of Santiago harbor the Navy depart-
ment soon digcovered that the place would
be a veritable rat trap for the Spaniards,
with a narrow entrance in which a single
American monitor gould blow up the whole
Spauish feet.

The Naval Strategy board, rechristened of
lute the War board, is to lose one of its
most active and valuable members in the
person of Captain Barker. He leaves Wash-
ington tomorrow for Hampton Roads to
take command of the fine protected cruiser
Newark, which has just been entensively
repalred at the Norfolk navy vard. It Is
expected that the Newark will join Samp-
son's squadron in the West Indies as soon
ng it can get there.

It has not been determined who will sue-
ceed Captain Barker as a member of the war
board, a place requiring the highest profes-
slonal qualifications and involving a knowl-
edge of strategy as taught sclentifically.

not be filled at present, although there has
been favorable mention of the name of Ad-
miral Ramsey, rétired, in that direction.

Another loss in the department will occur
tomorrow, when Lieutenant Gibbon leaves
to serve as one of Captain Barker's officers
on the Newark. This young officer has dis-
pieyed the greatest energy In securing for
the service of the navy the various militia
organizations of the states, and as an inci-
dent to that work he was obliged to put
forth his best efforts to secure the formation
of new organitations where none existed and
additional battalions in the states that al-
ready possesgsed a naval militia.

The great value of this work is shown
by the fact that many of the vessels of the
asuxiliary navy and most of the old moni-
tors that have been commissioned for coast
defense purposes are manned almost alto-
gether by the naval militiamen.

Preparations go on steadlly for the Philip-
pine milltary expeditlon. General Merritt,
who will command, stopplng In Washington
this morning on his way westward from
New York, and spent most of the day In
consultation with the officials of the depart-
ment, arranging the details of the expedl-
tion.

Another transport was secured today, and
the department Is showing a disposition 1o
treat General Merritt with the utmast liber-
allty in the equipment of his force. It is
expected that the advance guard of one
vessel under the command of General Otls
will sail out of the Golden Gate tomorrow,
bound for the Philipplines,

The complaints of the shoeless among the
volunteers just brought into the army will
soon be sllenced, as the War department
has just placed orders for 200,000 pairs of
soldiers’ shoes.

The State department published In the
shape of consular reports today some ata-
tistics from United States Consul Williams
at Manila. They show that last year out of
332 vessels of all kinds departing from the
Philippines, twenty-two were from the
United States, 190 from Great Britain,
twenty-nine from Germany and forty-seven
from Spain. The arrivals are in about the
same proportion. Mr. Willlams' last report
Is dated April 2, showing & most flourishing
condition of the Manila customs, the re-
ceipts for February last exceeding by 367,940
the receipts for the corresponding month
of 1847.

OMcials here dismiss as pure invention
the story coming from Montreal that former
Minister Polo bas succeeded in securing for
Spain a coaling station on one of the French
Isiands of St. Plerre and Miquelon, off the
New Foundland coast. At the French em-
bassy the report {s treated with Indignant
contempt, as the French decree of neu-
trality is binding on the French governor
of these islands and effectually prevents
the granting of such exceptional privileges
a8 coallng stations,

It is not generally known that France
possesses the small islands In the North
Atlantic. When the French gave up Canada
and Newfoundland to the British, it was
provided in the treasty of Utrecht that
France should retain the two islands of
8t. Plerre and Migquelon, which have sinece
been utilized as coaling station for French
steamern.

The Navy department is about to eall for
bids for a steel Hoating dock capable of
floating a ship of 15,000 tons, to cost $500,-
000, and to be located at New Orleans.
This dock, when completed, will be one of
the finest structures fn the country. Pro-
vision for it was made in the naval appro-
priation bill, as a result of the recommenda-
tions of the naval board, headed by Admiral
Bunce. Although located at New Orleans,
the dock will be of that foating type similar
to the big foating dock at Havana, which
cap be towed Lo any point desired.

The department {s also looking forward
to securing docks at other points. The
board, consisting of Admiral Ramsey, En-
Eineer Asserson and Naval Constructor Lin-
nard, will begin meetings at the Navy de-
partment next Mondsy, before golng to
Galveston and Babine Pass, Tex., and points
along Chesapeske bay, with a view to
recommending sites for docks. The bhoard
was authorized by the recent nuval board.

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MADRID, May 20.—(New York World Ca-
blegram—S8pecial  Telegram. )—The new
Spanish ministry hag declared (o the Cortes
that it firmly intends carrving on the war,
using every means put at its disposal by
the Cortes and confident that it possesses
the support of the crown and the country.
1t will at the same time crush the [nsurrec-
tions in Cuba and the Philippines with the
utmost surety and severity, reserving for
the day of pacification the accomplishmert
of promised reforms. As regards finance.
it expects to ralse money with the help of
Franch and Barcelona bankers and railway
companles.

Financial elrcles would bhave preferred a
military cabinet to check pepular and revo-
lutionary agitations that defeatl may at any
moment make formidable, or a congervative
cabinet. with Silvela and Campos, to oblige
the nation to necept the advice of Austria
and the pope to make peace by timely con-
cessions in the West Indies. It will be al-
most impossible to raise a loan In Spain,
even with the guarantee of tohacco or stamp
monopolies and increased taxation has been
abandoned as unpopular,

The new cabinet is considered a makeshift,
a temporary and clreumatantial combination
to use the expressions of the !\!adri_l! press.
European continental alllance or Interven-
tion could consolidate it, this being the alm
of Leon Castillo, Sagasta and the court at
Madrid, as events will soon show.

Both decline interviews
to even Spanizh reporters.

When the forelgn papers began to pub-
lish the alleged interviews of the gueen
regent the report caused much displeasure
at the palace. At opce the Madrid papers
were requested to contradict the report,
which all monarchial and Independent jour-
nals did on May 16 and 17. The most sig-
pificant paragraphs were in El Heraldo, o3
follows: ‘It Is wutterly untrue that the
queen regent had any Inberview with a
foreign correspondent. These Inventions of
forelgn correspondents annoy Sagasta se
much that If they continue It would not be
strange if some measure should be taken.”

The semli-official Correspondencia de Es-
pana on May 16 said: "It is absolutely un-
true that her majesty has had a conference
or made declarations of any kind tp any
forelgn or®*native journalist whatever. This
matter Is totally without foundation. Her
majesty recelved nobody connected with the
preas or styled a journalist. The only
writer recelved by the august lady was
Plerre Lotl, a French academician, presented
by the ambassador of the republic as the
illustrious author of novels in a nelghbor-
ing country. This ratification 1s of Interest
to contradict the rumors floated abroad and
completely lacking semblance of truth con-
cerning one who like the queen regent fulflis
her constitutional duties with the greatest
siocerity and most scrupulous firmness."

This parsgraph of the Correspondencia wes
more or less copied by other papers. Plerre
Lotl published his Madrid impressions In
the Paris Figaro and they have not beea
contradicted.

Rumors about a new big loan have been
fn circulation some time, but it |8 known
from a good source that Senor Puigcerver,
minister of finance, will await until the
Cortes closes before takipg action in that
direction. He will then negotiate one for
